Under Pretense of Putting Down 
Chinese Brigands, Russia Is 
Reoccupying the Towns of 
the Province—Japs Are 
Eager for War. 


St. Petersburg, November 26.—No spe- 
oific information hag been received here 
concerning the reported reoccupation of 
Hai Cheng, $0 miles north of New 
Chwang, by Russian troops, but it is 
regarded as quite probable. The town 
is close to the Moukdon-New Chwang 
railroad. It is explained that the whole 
country {is occupied by Russian troops 
for the purpose of protecting the rail- 
road workmen and the Chinese popula- 
tion from the depredations of robbers. The 
officials here are at a loss to understand 
why the possible entry of Russian troops 
into Haj, Cheng has been made the occa- 
sion for alarming reports. 

A dispatch from Vliadivostock notes the 
general subsidence of war talk fn the 
Japanese press, and says the Japanese 
consul general in Corea has issued a 
proclamation to quiet the alarm of his 
compatriots, 

A telegram from Port Arthur says the 
Russian torpedo boat Statny was launched 
there yesterday, making the twelfth tor- 
pedo boat bullt at Port Arthur. 

Goodnow Doesn’t Expect War. 

San Francisco, November 26.—Consul 
Goodnow, consul at Shanghal, and Dr. 
Bedloe, for many years American consul 
at Amoy, but now a newspaper corres- 
pondent, have arrived here from the 
Orient. Consul Goodnow does not look 
for war in the Orient, but belleveg the 
differences will be settled amicably. He 
expresses himself highly pleased with the 
new Chinese treaty, which he declares is 
of great importance to the United States. 

Dr. Bedloe says the Japanese are eager 
for war with Russia, and that the former 
have no fear. of the result. He claims 
that the Japanese are stronger as a naval 
force in the east than Russia. 

The alliance between Great Britain, Ger- 
many and Japan, he claims, is purely de- 
fensive and indicates that England will 
not permit any nation to make war on 
Japan. 

Japan Buying Flour. 

Minneapolis, November 26.—Local mill- 
ers report an extraordinary increase in 
the flour export trade with Japan. In 
September the trade more than doubled 
in size. This tremendous increase is be- 
lieved to be significant of preparation for 
war with Russia by Japan. While the 
purchases have been made through the 
ordinary channels it is believed tle 
Mikado’s government has inspired them.

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RAILWAY NOTES. 
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The method of preparing and shipping 


peaches from points in Georgia to the 
northern markets is of interest at the 
present time on account of the fight be- 
ing made by the shippers on the rates 
charged by the roads for the transporta- 
tion of the fruit. This case is now be- 
ing heard by the interstate commerce 
commission and is attracting a great 
deal of attention. 

One of the best known railroad men 
in the city yesterday gave the following 
description of the way in which peaches 
from this territory are shipped north: 

The peaches are pulled from the trees 
during the hot months of the summer 
and are very warm when they reach the 
hands of the packers. They are put in 
boxes while still warm and are placed [In 
refrigerator cars which have been sta- 
tioned on sidings near the orchards, 
These cars are all kept at as near the 
right temperature required by =the 
peaches as is possible, and as soon a3 
they are loaded they are started on their 
journey north. They are not sent in the 
manner of ordinary freight trains, but 
are run in trains of ten and fifteen cars, 
and at a very high rate of speed. Even 
the regular passengar trains of the roads 
over which they travel are sidetracked 
to allow the fruit trains to pags. Regu- 
lar passenger engines are used, and the 
wear on the track caused by the heavy 
cars running at such speed is said by 
all railroad men to cause more damage 
to the equipment of the roads than a 
much larger number of fast passenger 
trains. Practically all of the peach crop 
of Georgia goes east over the line of 
the Southern railway, and while a num- 
ber of other roads are named in the 
complaint of the Georgia Peach Growers’ 
Association, the Bouthern is the principal 
defendant, according to the authority 
above mentioned. 

The refrigerator cars are of two sizes 
—36 and 40 feet—and [n all of them 
thousands of pounds of ice are used. 
From 6 to !2 tons of {ce are required to 
properly fill the cars and preserve the 
fruit on {ts journey. This ice melts 
rapidly, and when the fruit train reaches 
Atlanta it is practically all melted and 
the cars have to be re-iced. 

The trains leave Atlanta after mi@- 
night and reach Alexandria in twenty- 
four hours. There they are re-iced 
again, taken in hand by the Pennsyl- 
vania read and run into Jersey City. 
Regular passenger train speed is main- 
tained during all of the long run. The 
run from this state to New York is 
made in the best time that roads are 
capable of, and the peaches are on the 
market in New York at midnight of the 
third day from that on which they were 
gathered from the trees. They are car- 
ried across the river at New York in 
barges and are sold to brokers and com- 
mission men at midnight and are in the 
Stalls of the retail men at daylight. 
Peaches picked on Monday are on sale 
daylight Thursday 
morning. Any variation In the tem- 
perature of the cars causes damage and 
the closest attention to the condition 
of the ice is required. It is a very dell- 
cate frult and will not stand more than 
twenty-four hours’ delay. The refrig- 
erator cars have to be hauled back to

Owing to the large number of default- 
ers, Clerk Wood has sét apart Tuesdays 
and Fridays as the days on which he will 
pass On excuses, in order that other 
county work will not be interfered with 
on other days. It is expected that num- 
bers of additional defaulters will present 
excuses today. A considerable sum of 
money Is represented in the taxes of the 
list of defaulters,

Now and again there was some discus- 
sion between rivals regarding the merits 
of the teams.

New York, November 26.—Officers of 
the steamer Denver, of the Mallory line, 


| which has just arrived from Galveston, 
'weport collision with the bark Araby 
| Maid while at sea 30 miles off Tortugas 


island on Saturday night. 

First Mate i. B. Myerland, of the bark, 
and Berger Ericcson, a sailor, were 
drowned, and the bark, which was laden 
with lumber, sank five minutes after she 
was rammed by the Denver. Eleven of 


| the crew were brought off the wreck by 
| the Denver’s life boats, The bow of the 


steamer was injured. 

Quartermaster Rudolph Nath, who was 
at the wheel of the Denver, stated that a 
very heavy sea was running when the 
big steamer struck the bark aft. The life 
boats of the Denver were quickly manned 
and the crew of the sinking bark taken 
aboard the Denver. The two victims were 
round wedged in the wreckage, Both men 
had evidently been caught in the falling 
rigging and drowned while entangled in 
the ropes. 

The Araby Mald, a steel-hulled bark of 
810 tons, was owned in Norway. She 
wag bound for Rosario, Argentife Repub- 
lic, from Mobile and was commanded by 
Captain A. Larsén, a Norwegian, Lar- 
sen, who was rescued, says many of his 
men were in their bunks when the crash 
came and were aroused by the inrushing 
water. Two of the rescued, the second 
mate and cabin boy, were taken from a 
plece of wreckage just as the boy was 
about to sink. 

The bodies of the two men who were 
Crowned were buried at sea. Captain Lar- 
sen says he saw the Denver bearing down 
on him, but too late to save the ship. As 
soon as the collision occurred the Denver 
backed and the bark began to drift 
away. Captain Evans, of the Denver, or- 
dered the Denver's searchlight into play 
and in jts field those on the Denver saw 
the bark capsize, 

No official statemént as to the cause of 
the wreck was given out by the Mallory 
line officials.

St. Petersburg, November 
flood which has caused so much damagé 
here was the biggest since 1624.

FILIPINO BOYS TO BE SHOWN. 


Bunch of Them To Be Exhibited at 


St. Louis. 

Washington, November 26.—W. A. 
Sutherland, in charge of the Philippine 
boys who have come to the United States 
for education in American methods, call- 
ed today upon Colonel Edwards, chief of 
the insular bureau, to r@gort the dispo- 
sition he has made of his charges. He 
brought to California ninety-six Filipino 
boys of the average age of i8 years, and 
he has placed them in varijous families in 
Southern California, where they will take 
advantage of the néarest educational fa- 
cilities until next summer, when they 
will be brought to St. Louls as part of 
the Philippine exhibit at the exposi- 
tion. 

When this is closed the youths will be 
brought east to cémplete their education, 
to which they must devote four years. 
They are pledged to enter the Philippine 
civil service upon their return to the Isl- 
ards and must remain in that service 
at least four years. The boys start with 
a solid foundation in their studies, sev- 
eral of them being graduates of the Ma- 
nila university and all speak English. 


INSURANCE ON BLAIR’S LIFE. 


Suit To Cancel Policy Withdrawn by 
New York Life. 

St. Louls, November 26.—A suit filed 
by a New York insurance company in the 
United States court to cancel a life in- 
surance policy amounting to $50,000, held 
by James L. Blair, has been withdrawn, 
No reason for this action being stated.
